News from the North—Rebels in the Shin-

From Shanghae we have dates to the 9th 
instant ; the principal item of interest is 
that 6,000 more troops have been sent to 
‘the Shinking province in addition.sto the 
two thousand foreign drilled troops whe 
‘were despatched some weeks ago froth Pe- 
king to put down the rebels'who have been 
overrunning the province in large numbers, 
and who as yét had defied all the foree the 
mandarins could |bring to bear upon them. 
The district was in such a frightfully dis- 
organised state that the Government were 
offering mandarin Muttons to all the chiefs 
of the robber bands ‘infesting the’ country, 
if they would give in their allegiance to the 
Imperial Governnient. This gives a very 
cheerful view of the bravery and éfficiency 


of the 8,000 braves already mentioned’ as 
.| having taken the field against these celes- 
tial brigands. Some of these picturesque 
vagabonds have not been able to resist the 
temptation of gaining the distinction of ‘a 
button” without the tedious course of book 
lore which usually precedes auch an honor, 
and several have accepted the doubtful, dis- 
tinction and have become respectable man- 
darins, Having been brought upina 
| squeezing school they have bee using 
new position to extort money from ‘the 
peacable and orderly inhabitanta. , "The re- 
bels numbering about 7,000, are encamped 
some hundred milesor so north.of Moukden, 
having-capturéd several cities; the Peking 
troops are commanded by Wenseang, and 
the Mongol cavalry by.a son of the deceased 
warrior San-Ko-L1N-Siy. The whole of the 
Imperial forces as ‘thus comprised are on 
the march to attack the rebels, : 


Newchwang is now open, the ice having 
broken. up, and. the steamer Granada ‘re- 
ports that a considerable/pumber of vessels 
were about to start for the Southern 
ports. ee : B ae 

From Foochow we hear that the weather 
gn the. coast has'been more severe than has 
been known for: years, Several cisamieal 
have taken as much as eight days on the 
passage between Hongkong and that port. 
H.M. gun-boat Havocand the U. S. corvette 
Wyoming were in port, the latter being still 
in dock; the heavy repairs which she re- 
quired and which were being carried on, 
fully prove the extensive capabilities of 
the dock at Pagoda anchorage. 


From Japan we hear that the left wing of 
the 9th Regiment arrived on the 30th ul- 
timo, the men appearing in tolerable health. 
A.gentleman of the name of Dall, a resident 
at Yokohama had committed suicide ; noth- 
ing has trankpired which throws any light 

ron the probable cause of such an act. « The 


introduction of gas is advocated in tlie Ja- 


pan Herald, but whether any scheme for auch 
an object is yet on foot does not appear. 
With respect to’ amusementa, the Garrison

and confiscated as being in a non-treaty port. 
As trade by foreign steamers ‘and vessels 
with the. West Coast ports, has been more 
than winked at by the Chinese authorities 
for some years paat, it is rather “sharp 
“practice” on their part to pounce suddenly 
upon a vessel;in this way, without notifying 
their intention of stopping all foreign 
traffic, by confiscation of offending vessels. 
It is to be hoped that Mr Grover the com- 
issioner of Customs at Canton, may be 
enabled to avert the contingency of such 
a heavy loss occurring to the proprietor ‘of 
the steamer. : 

Considerable interest has been excited in 
military circles here. by the announcement 
that Colonel North has appliedin Parliament 
for papers relative to the mortality of troops 
at Hongkong during the last hot season, and 
the amount expended on rent of. godowns,

One~nviter opines that- ‘there can be no 
doubt of the introduction of railways into 
China, and, once introduced, of their rapid 
extension throughout the Empire. ~ It is-a 
question of time, but probably of a much 
shorter period than tay be supposed.” 
These are brave words indved; and heartily 
is it to be wished that every syllable of 
them, and even more, might at once.be 
realized ; but confident words do not con- 
struct railways, however much they may 
promote Companies, The one elenient in 
which it appears to us that Sir Macponatp 
SrzpHensow and his friends are lacking, is 
a sufficient appreciation of the political side 
of the question they have addressed them-- 
selves to deal with, In the early summer 
of 1864, as a friend has related the story to 
us, Sir MacponaLp SrePHENson exclaimed 
during a conversation on this subject in 
London: “ Don’t talk to me of the oppo_ 
sition of the Chinese Government! Whether 
qbey like it or not, I intend to have a loco- 
motive running in China within two years 
from ‘to-day 1” . Taken as an index to the 
character of the ‘distinguished projector 
from whom they emanated, these words are 
truly remarkable ; but the great promoter 
of Indian Railways appéars, to have fallen 
jato. the error of. believing that. individual. 
energy and public opinion must have the 
same weight at Canton as he hasfound them
